the conclusion that ‘an education given in 
schools attended indiscriminately by the chil- 
dren of various races and languages is not 
efficient and tha:the best: interests of the in-' 
habitants of the Colony will be served by the 
establishment of separate schools in which the 
children of cach race can obtain the education 
which is specially suited to their'needs.” 

2—-This being so the Government views 
with some embarrassment the position created 
by ‘the terms on which the British Kowloon 
School has been established.
